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However,  niether  campaign 
is  going  to  step  up  the  pace 
appreciably  from  the  pace  of 
the  last  week.  “We  are  going  to 
try  to  sum  up  the  election,” 
said  Owens’  campaign  manager 
Peter  Billings.  He  said  the 
campaign  is  reachihg  a  climax 
“this  weekend.” 

“Both  sides  have  bought  a 
lot  of  media  coverage,”  he 
said.  “There  has  been  a  gradual 
increase  in  coverage  in  the  last 
two  weeks.” 

Richard  Eyre,  campaign 
chairman  for  Garn,  said  plans 
for  the  remaining  time  before 
the  election  are  “to  get  across 
Jake’s  views,”  and  “wrap  up 
his  feelings  of  the 
misrepresentation.”  After 
doing  that,  he  said  the 
campaign  would  “go  from 
there.  Essentially  it  will  be 
just  a  summary  of  Gam’s 
strong  positions  and  why  he 
should  be  elected.” 

“Owens  had  a  two- week 
headstart  on  us,”  said  Eyre. 
“That  made  him  a  couple  of

4  revisions  proposed 


When  Utah  voters  go  to  the 
polls  Nov.  5,  they  will  not 
only  elect  candidates  to  state 
and  local  offices,  but  will  also 
determine  the  fate  of  four 
proposed  amendments  to  the 
Utah  Constitution. 

-The  first  of  the  four 
proposed  amendments  to  the 
constitution  outlines  a  number 
of  changes  to  the  executive 
article. 

The  new  amendment  would 
revise  the  constitution  “to 
provide  for  a  lieutenant 
governor;  to  delete  the 
secretary  of  state  as  a 
constitutional  officer;  to  allow 
the  state  auditor  and  state 
treasurer  to  run  for  reelection 
to  their  respective  offices;  to 
permit  the  legislature  to  act  on 
bills  vetoed  by  the  governor 
after  adjournment;  to  place 
the  state  auditor  in  lieu  of  the 
secretary  of  state  on  the  board 
of  examiners;  to  require  the 
board  of  examiners  to  examine 
only  unliquidated  claims;  and 
to  make  other  changes  in  the 
executive  article.” 

The  new  amendment  would 
eliminate  the  job  of  the 
secretary  of  state,  replacing 
him  with  a  lieutenant 
governor,  who  would  run  for 
office  together  with  the 
governor,  much  the  same  as 
the  vice  president  runs  with 
the  president. 

The  proposal  would  also 
increase  from  10  days  to  20 
days  the  time  allotted  the 
governor  after  adjournment  of 
the  legislature  to  approve  or 
veto  a  bill. 

It  allows  the  legislature  to 
reconvene  after  adjournment 
in  the  case  of  the  governor’s 
veto. 

As  the  state  constitution 
now  stands,  it  does  not 
provide  for  determining  the 
incapacity  of  the  governor  to 
serve  in  his  office.  If  the 
proposed  amendment  is 
passed,  disability  of  the 
governor  will  be  determined 
by  a  majority  of  the  supreme 


court,  on  joint  request  of  the 
president  of  the  senate  and  the 
speaker  of  the  house  of 
representatives. 

It  also  adds  the  speaker  of 
the  house  to  the  present 
gubernatorial  succession  of  the 
secretary  of  state  (which  it

governor)  and  president  of  the 
senate: 

Rep.  Willard  H.  Gardner, 
R-Provo,  supports  the  first 
proposition.  He  is  particularly 
in  favor  of  the  change  from  a 
secretary  of  state  to  a 
lieutenant  governor,  saying,  . 
“We  would  be  able  to  give  him 
much  greater  responsibility  in 
government  than  is  given  the 
secretary  of  state.” 


Ken  Larsen,  Utah  County 
chairman  of  the  American 
Party,  disagrees  with  Gardner 
on  the  importance  of  a 
lieutenant  governor. 

He  says  the  new  lieutenant 
governor  would  be  “simply  a 
figurehead,  and  a  stand-by 
governor,  in  case  the  governor 
became  incapable  of  serving.” 

He  opposes,  the-  first 
proposition,  saying  the  duties 
of  the  secretary  of  state,  as  a 
clerk  to  both  the  legislature 
and  the  governor,  would  be 
taken  over  by  an  appointee  of 
the  legislature,  upsetting  the 
balance  between  legislative  and

Air  fare  increase  approved 


WASHINGTON  (AP)-  The 
Civil  Aeronautics  Board 
approved  a  4  per  cent  increase 
Thursday  in  air  fares  for 
passengers  flying  within  the 
mainland  United  States. 

At  the  same  time,  it  made 
permanent  a  6  per  cent  hike 

temporary  basis  last  April. 
That  hike  had  been  scheduled 
to  expire  Thursday. 

The  two  actions  mean 
domestic  air  fares  on  Nov.  15 
will  have  risen  1 5  per  cent 
since  the  fuel  shortage  hit  last 
winter.  The  board  approved  a 
5  per  cent  hike  last  Dec.  1  and 
the  6  per  cent  temporary 
increase  on  April  16. 

The  new  hike,  like  previous 
increases,  was  justified  by  the 
airlines  on  the  basis  of  rapidly 
rising  fuel  costs  and  general 
inflation. 

Fuel  prices  have  risen 
sharply  in  the  past  year  and 
are  now  about  two-thirds 
higher  than  they  were  a  year 
ago.  The  Air  Transport 
Association  said  that  average 
domestic  cost  of  jet  fuel  was 
23.5  cents  per  gallon  in 
August,  compared  with  14 
cents  per  gallon  in  September 
1973. 


The  board’s  action, 
approved  by  a  3-2  vote,  means 
air  passengers  will  pay  $195 
for  a  one-way  coach  flight 
between  New  York  and  Los 
Angeles  after  Nov.  15.  The 
current  charge,  which  includes 
the  6  per  cent  increase  now 
made  permanent,  is  $187.  The 
same  ticket  cost  $168  last

past  year  is  $27. 

The  4  per  cent  hike  was 
requested  by  almost  all 
airlines. 

The  increase  in  domestic,, 
fares  does  not  affect  fares 
between  the  U.S.  mainland 
and  Hawaii  or  Alaska.  Those 
fares  are  set  separately.

Utah  county  voters  will  decide  the  future  of  mass 
public  transportation  in  their  county  at  the  polls 
Nov.  5. 

A  ballot  proposition  will  be  offered  which  will  set 
up  a  public  transportation  district  in  Utah  County  if 
it  is  passed,  according  to  Robert  Kunz, 
transportation  planning  engineer  for  the 
Mountainlands  Association  of  Governments. 

The  proposed  transit  district  would  include  the 
area  from  Santaquin  on  the  south  to  the  Salt  Lake 
County  line  on  the  north,  between  Utah  Lake  and 
the  mountains,  Kunz  said. 

The  proposition  does  not  stipulate  how  such  a 
transit  district  would  be  funded  because  state  law 
requires  the  district  itself  to  be  set  up  first,  Kunz 

Funding  proposals  would  be  voted  on  at  a  future 
date  if  the  first  proposition  is  passed,  according  to 

State  law  stipulates  that  a  mass  transit  district 
have  a  five-menber  board  of  directors  which  would 
determine  the  transit  services  most  feasible  and  the 
method  of  funding  which  would  be  placed  on  the 


ballot,  Kunz  said. 

The  funding  can  come  from  either  sales  or 
property  taxes. 

According  to  Kunz,  the  only  major  opposition  to 
the  proposal  has  come  from  some  county  residents 
who  oppose  the  higher  taxes  involved  and  feel  that 
private  enterprise  should  be  used  instead. 

The  seats  on  the  board  of  directors  would  be 
filled  by  appointment  on  an  apportionment  basis. 
The  appointments  would  be  supervised  by  the 
county  commission,  but  local  city  governments 
would  make  the  actual  appointments,  Kunz 
explained. 

The  ballot  proposition  is  the  result  of  two  years 
of  study,  planning  and  governmental  procedure. 

“In  October  of  1972,  we  contracted  with  a 
consulting  firm  to  do  a  feasibility  study  to 
determine  if  the  area  would  support  a  public 
transportation  district,”  Kunz  said.  “The  results 
were  very  positive.” 

The  Utah  Valley  Area  Transportation  Study 
Policy  Committee,  a  group  of  elected  officials  from 
throughout  the.  county,  accepted  and  approved  the 
study,  he  said. 

The  County  Commission  than  adopted  a 


resolution  for  a  rapid  transit  district  in  Utah 
County,  Kunz  explained. 

“State  law  requies  that  the  city  governments 
involved  ratify  the  county  resolution  before  the 
issue  can  be  placed  on  the.  ballot.” 

Kunz  explained  that  two  options  were  considered 
for  public  transportation  in  Utah  County. 

“We  could  either  set  up  our  own  district  or  use 
the  Utah  Transit  Authority  from’  Salt  Lake  Couty,” 
he  said. 

The  consensus  of  opinion  among  the  officials  was 
that  Utah  County  should  not  depend  on  an 
authority  from  another  county,  Kunz  explained. 

The  county  does  not  have  enough  population 
concentration  to  support  fixed-line  services  such  as 
trains  or  monorails,  so  the  consultants 
recommended  a  fleet  of  six  passenger-type  buses, 
two  highway  buses  and  six  mini-buses. 

The  regular  passenger  buses  would  operate  on  six 
different  routes  in  the  Provo-Orem  area,  and  the 
highway  buses  would  run  from  Santaquin  to  Provo 
and  from  Provo  to  Lehi,  according  to  Kunz. 

The  six  mini-buses  would  be  used  in  a 
“Dial-a-bus”  system  in  the  smaller  communities, 
Kunz  said.

Survey  shows 


Few  students  planning  to  vote 


A  majority  of  BYU  students 
polled  in  an  informal  survey 
will  not  be  voting  Tuesday  in 
the  general  elections. 

Fifty-four  per  cent  of  the 
students  questioned 
Wednesday  said  they  were  not 
going  to  vote.  Their  reasons 
for  not  voting  varied  from  lack 
of  interest  to  confusion  about  ■ 
the  candidates  and  issues. 

Of  that  54  per  cent,  there 
were  27  per  cent  who  said 
they  had  not  taken  time  to 
know  the  candidates  of 
register.  Others  were  confused 
about  registration  policies'  in 
Utah  or  in  their  home  state.. 

Many  of  the  students  not 
registered  admitted  they 
encountered  such  a  hassle  at 
the  Utah  County  clerk’s  office 
it  was  not  wofth  the  bother, 
even  if  they  considered 
themselves  permanent 
residents  of  the  state. 

Less  than  a  week  before  the 
elections,  only  46  per  cent  of 
the  students  questioned  had 
registered  to  vote  and  were 
planning  on  voting.  Those 
voting  said  they  would  be 
voting  in  their  home  state. 

Fifty  students  were  selected 
randomly  on  campus  and 
asked  if  they  were  going  to 
vote  next  week.  The  students 
polled  were  also  asked  how 
involved  they  are  in  the 
current  elections.  And  they 
were  asked  how  the  Watergate 
or  inflation  issues  have 
increased  or  decreased  their

Testifying  at  the  Watergate  cover-up  trial  for  the  third  day, 
Magruder  said  he  got  a  telephone  call  from  the  former  attorney 
general  in  the  first  week  of  April  1972  asking  why  G.  Gordon 
Liddy  needed  “this  much  money.” 

Magruder  said  that  he  went  to  Mitchell’s  office  and  reviewed 
for  him  the  $250,000  proposal  that  he  said  Mitchell  approved 
on  March  30  and  explained  that  what  Liddy  was  asking  “was  in 
effect  front  money”  to  purchase  equipment  and  hire  men. 


Skylab  increases  knowledge  of  sun 


tfi»  HUNTSVILLE,  Ala  —  Spectacular  photographs  of  the  sun- 
gfjfjaken  bj&fthe  Skylab  astronauts  have  provided  a  better 
understanding  of  thermonuclear  fusion,  which  could  speed 
development  of  a  limitless  new  energy  source  for  earth. 

“By  lifting  a  battery  of  telescopes  above  the  earth’s  obscuring 
atmosphere  and  providing  the  filters  and  sensors  required  to  S' 
peer  directly  at  the  explosive  surface  of  the  sun,  Skylab  has  t 
given  the  first  -real  insight:  into  its  activity  that  governs  the  j 
function  of  the  solar  system,”  a  team  of  scientists  reported  here  i 
Thursday  at  a  conference  on  Skylab  results. 

They  said  the  photographs  and  other  data  gathered  by  the 
three  Skylab  astronaut  teams  last  year  and  early  this  year  have 
increased  science’s  knowledge  of  the  sun  by  a  hundredfold. 


Hostages  freed  in  Dutch  police  siege 


THE  HAGUE,  Netherlands  -  “We  wanted  to  frighten  the 
convicts  to  hell,”  a  police  spokesman  said  of  the  blinding 
grenade  and  gunfire  assault  Thursday  that  overpowered  four 
armed  convicts  ,and  freed  15  hostages  unharmed  from  a  Dutch 
prison  chapel. 

The  objective  was  to  spread  maximum  alarm  and  disorder  in 
the  crucial  first  seconds  of  the  raid,  and  the  center’s  director 
said  the  plan  called  for  killing  the  gunmen  if  they  offered 
resistance. 

The  gunmen,  including  a  Palestinian  guerrilla,  initially  grabbed 
22  hostages,  and  demanded  authorities  free  another  guerrilla 
and  give  them  a  plane  to  fly  them  out  of  the  country. 

Sources  said  one  of  the  convicts  dived  for  cover  among  the 
hostages  during  the  assault,  but  the  others  threw  down  their 
postols  and  knives  and  surrendered  without  a  fight. 


“Prevention  is  the  key  to 
discouraging  shoplifters,  not 
apprehension,”  was  the  idea 
stressed  in  a  shoplifting 
seminar  Wednesday  night 
sponsored  by  the  Provo 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Gordon  Bullock,  executive 
vice  president  of  the  Provo 
Chamber,  set  up  the  meeting 
to  alert  local  merchants  and 
citizens  in  the  area  to  the 
shoplifting  problem,  which 
reaches  its  highest  level  during 
the  Christinas  shopping  rush. 

After  a  film  entitled 
“Shoplifting  .  .  .  It’s  a  steal,” 
Clem  Davis,  of  the  Provo 
Police  Department,  spoke  to 
the  large  audience  in  the  city 
commission  chambers  on 
“What  to  do  and  what  not  to 
do”  in  preventing  shoplifting. 
Davis  said  electronic  devices 
such  as  cameras  and  closed 
circuit  television  systems  are 
doing  ,  a  very  good  job  in 
preventing  shoplifting. 

He  also  said  that  the 
merchant  must  help  himself  by 
keeping  expensive  items  secure 
and  by  not  placing  them  in 
cases  next  to  exits. 

Sgt.  Owen  Quarnberg  of  the 
Utah  County  Sheriff’s

Sgt.  Quarnberg  said  stores 
that  are  disorganized,  have 
shelves  piled  high,  poor 
lighting  and  a  large  number  of 
exits  are  the  favorite  targets  of 
shoplifters.  Stores  like  this 
might  as  well  have  a  sign 
hanging  out  front  saying, 
“Shoplifters  Welcome,” 
according  to  Quarnberg. 

Quarnberg  said  some  of  the 
preventive  methods  working 
well  are:  displays  that  are 
arranged  so  that  the  merchant 
knows  how  many  of  a  certain 
ft.e ru.r hj;  has;  having.-:. a 
well-trained  and 
well-motivated  staff  that  has 
an  interest  in  their  place  of 
work;  codes  that  alert  clerks  to 
a  shoplifting  in  progress; 
mirrors,  cameras  and 
televisions;  and  new  tearaway 
or  magnetic  price  tags  to 
thwart  price-tag  changers. 

Linda  Ferris,  county  agent 
for  the  Adult  Probation  and 
Parole  Misdemeanant  Service, 
talked  on  what  to  expect  once 
someone  is  picked  up  on  a 


shoplifting  charge.  She  said 
probation  as  an  alternative  to 
going  to  jail  is  working  very 
successfully.  Shoplifting  is  a 
class  B  misdemeanor  and  is 
punishable  by  a  $299  fine  or 
six  months  in  jail.  Mrs.  Ferris 
stated  that  30  people  who  had 
been  on  probation  were 
surveyed  and  after  five  years 
only  three  of  them  had 
committed  another  crime. 

Once  a  person  has  been 
apprehended  for  shoplifting  in 
a  store,  the  next  step  should 
be  to  phone  the  police, 
according  to  Detective  Davis. 
He  said  this  step  is  very 
important  because  this  is  the 
time  that  will  determine 
whether  he  or  she  can  be 
rehabilitated.  As  the  shoplifter

Q.  What  is  a  good  diet  to  lose  weight  when  I  have  a  bad  ulcer? 

A.  I  am  assuming  you  are  talking  about  a  benign  duodenal 
ulcer.  If  your  ulcer  is  active,  I  would  recommend  you 
concentrate  on  getting  it  healed  by  following  a  strict  regime  as 
outlined  by  your  doctor.  With  a  carefully  followed  program,  an 
ulcer  should  heal  in  about  three  weeks,  after  which  you  could 
begin  working  on  losing  weight. 

If  you  are  an  individual  who  is  prone  to  repeated  reoccurences 
of  ulcers,  then  continue  your  bland  diet  but  divide  it  into  small 
feedings  and  limit  the  total  calorie  count' to  1,200  per  day.  A 
liquid  antacid  such  as  gelusel  or  riopan  can  be  used  two 
teaspoons  every  hour  between  feedings  to  keep  the  acid  in  the 
stomach  neutralized. 

It  is  best  that  a  person  with  a  “bad  ulcer”  be  under  a  doctor’s 
care  at  all  times  while  trying  to  lose  weight. 


Q.  I  am  prone  to  bleed  at  the  nose.  Is  there  anything  I  can  do 
to  prevent  if? 

A.  Recurrent  nose  bleeds  may  occur  when  there  is  swelling 
irritation  of  the  membrane  lining  the  nasal  passage,  resulting  in 
breakage  of  the  small  blood  vessels  on  the  surface.  This  may  be 
as  a  result  of  infections  such  as  viral,  bacterial  or  fungal  and 
allergy  reactions.  Also  trauma  (scratching  or  bumping  the  nose), 
tumors,  coagulation  defects  (failure  of  the  blood  to  clot 
properly),  blood  vessel  abnormalities  and  high  blood  pressure 
can  result  in  bleeding  from  the  nose.  It  is  best  to  have  any 
profuse  or  recurrent  nose  bleeding  evaluated  by  your  doctor  so 
that  the  cause  can  be  determined  and  proper  treatment 
instituted. 


Q.  I  have  an  acne  problem.  What  can  I  do  to  clear  up  my  face? 

A.  Acne  is  a  classic  stigma  of  adolesence  (beginning  with  the 
onset  of  puberty  and  possibly  extending  into  the  early 
twenties),  almost  a  normal  physiological  reactien  in  the  skin. 
Heredity  determines  the  response,  yet  the  process  is  activated 
by  the  hormonal  stimulus  at  the  onset  of  puberty. 

There  is  no  regularly  effective  means  of  combating  acne.  Such 
things  as  keeping  the  skin  carefully  cleansed;  nutritious  balanced 
diet  with  elimination  of  chocolate,  nuts  and  greasy  foods; 
combating  infection  with  appropriate  antibiotics;  proper  rest, 
exercise  and  exposure  to  sunlight;  and  judicious  drainage  of 
pustular  lesions  are  all  helpful.  All  serve  to  keep  the  acne  in 
check  and  to  prevent  undue  scarring  until  the  hormonal  and 
sometimes  the  emotional  storm  of  adolescence  has  subsided.

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Q.  What  are  the  primary  causes  of  baldness?  Are  any  of  the 
treatments  offered  by  local  barbershops  effective  in  preventing 
or  limiting  baldness?  If  not,  is  there  anything  an  individual  can 
do  on  his  own  to  preserve  his  hair? 

A.  Any  disease  or  injury  to  the  scalp  that  results  in  a  deep 
scarring  reaction  can  result  in  a  permanent  baldness.  However, 
the  primary  cause  of  baldness  is  paternal  baldness  of  hereditary 
origin,  seen  in  men  and  to  a  lesser  degree  in  women.  Male 
hormone  is  responsible  for  the  development  of  the  hair,  axilla, 
beard,  etc.,  and  are  also  responsible  for  the  loss  of  hair  which 
occurs  on  the  scalp.  The  eunch,  for  example,  never  goes  bald 
and  does  not  have  axillary  hair  or  a  beard  because  he  lacks  male 
horomes.  Baldness  is  an  aging  change,  and  little  can  be  done  to 
arrest  its  course. 

It  should  be  realized  that  the  hair  shaft  is  a  dead,  inert 
structure.  No  force,  physical  or  chemical,  applied  solely  to  its 
surface  can  harm  or  help  the  regenerative  hair-forming  system 
below  the  skin  surface.  Many  popular  “remedies”  for  baldness 
are  entirely  without  basis  except  as  occupational  therapy  for  the 
individual.

interview  Wednesday.

vaccination  shots  are  available 
to  the  general  student  body, 
according  to  Ed  McAvoy, 
public  relations  director  for 
the  Health  Center. 

There  is  still  a  limited  supply 
left  for  those  people  with 
these  chronic  conditions  upon 
request,  a  Health  Center 
spokesman  said.

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Dracula  opening 
delightful,  lacking 


Count  Dracula  swung  front 
the  rafters;  rain  pounded  down 
outside;  and  for  a  short  while 
on  Wednesday  night,  Mill’s 
Barn  became  transformed  into 
an  eerie  London  Mansion  in 
the  early  1930s. 

Those  who  remember 
“Dracula”  from  the  late  night 
show  were  not  disappointed 
by  the  performance  of  Tom 
Nibley.  He  looked  the 
part-dressed  in  a  black  suit 
and  a  green  cape,  with  his 
blond  hair  brushed  back,  his 
face  pale  and  his  eyes  bulging 
in  the  stare  of  one  who  has 


lived  on  blood  so  long  that 
that  is  the  only  human  thing 
about  him. 

The  play  opened  slowly  with 
the  first  of  several  short  slide 
presentations  about  vampires, 
and  Jonathon,  played  by 
Gordon  Lewis,  reading  a  letter 
about  the  impending  arrival  of 
Count  Dracula. 

The  slide  shows  disrupted 
rather  than  helped,  but  the 
rest  of  the  scenes  carried  the 
melodrama  through  a 
successful  opening  night.  The 
audience  was  disappointingly 
small. 

Rain  dripping  through 
cracks  in  the  ceding  and  a 
rope,  hanging  motionless  from 
the  center  of  the  stage,  created 
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imaginatively,  special  attention 
should  be  paid  to  Tim  Slover, 
who  played  the  part  of  Dr. 
Seward,  the  nervous  director 
of  a  mental  asylum. 

Renfield,  played  by  Ed 
McDonald,  was  a  vampire 
locked  up  in  the  asylum.  His 
role  was  a  little  underdevelop¬ 
ed  for  lack  of  time,  but  his 
craving  for  fifes  (he  ate  them) 
gave  the  needed  insight  into 
his  character. 

There  were  a  few  production 
problems,  such  as  a  lack  of 
sound  effects,  a  few  weak 
screams  (C’mon  girls,  Draqula 
is  biting  your  neck!)  and  a  few 
underdeveloped  scenes.  A 
more  liberal  use  of  background 
music  could  also  have 
increased  the  effectiveness  of 
the  play. 

Although  there  have  been 
smoother  running  plays  than 
“Dracula,”  the  audience  liked 
it  because  it  was  fun,  and  the 
actors  performed  well. 

Directed  by  Terry  Masters,  it 
will  be  performed  at  Mill’s 
Barn,  823  S.  1100  W.  tonight 
and  Saturday  night  at  1 1  p.m.;

This  is 
why  interest  rates  are  sky  high.

6  We  also  need  to  curb  the  power  of  monopolistic  labor  unions.  A  good  place  to 
•  start  would  be  to  cut  off  food  stamps  to  strikers.  (Mr.  Owens  voted  to  give 
strikers  food  stamps.)  A  study  completed  last  year  at  the  Wharton  School  of 
Finance  concluded  that  the  half-billion  in  taxpayer  dollars  strikers  receive  each 
year  was  undermining  the  U.S.  collective  bargaining  system.

Inflation  is  now  the  highest  in  the  European 
Common  Market  topping  24  per  cent  annually. 
Unemployment  in  this  nation  of  55.5  million 
hit  1.1  million  in  September,  up  6.1  per  cent 
from  a  year  earlier.  The  foreign  trade  deficit 
increases  by  a  billion  dollars  a  month. 

Pasta,  a  family  staple,  virtually  doubled  its 
price  during  the  summer,  jumping  from  37  to 
63  cents  a  pound  on  average. 

It’s  45  to  55  cents  in  New  York  City. 
Top-grade  gasoline,  $1 .20  a  gallon  a  year  ago,  is 
now  the  third-most  expensive  in  the  world  at 
$1.77,  close  behind  East  Germany  and  Greece.

Consumer  organizations  which  offer  their  members  discounts 
on  many  types  of  merchandise  are  becoming  increasingly 
popular. 

The  groups  will  purchase  substantial  quantities  of  products  at 
wholesale  prices  and  pass  the  savings  on  to  their  members. 
However,  such  organizations  should  be  carefully  investigated 
before  one  becomes  committed  to  any  long-term  contract. 

Often  the  groups  have  some  sort  of  initial  entrance  fee,  which 
sometimes  is  as  much  as  $300  to  $400.  Then  the  member  may 
receive  a  catalog  of  products  and  prices  which  range  anywhere 
from  food  to  appliances  to  air  travel. 

Some  points  that  should  be  considered  before  joining  such 
buying  clubs  include: 

1 .  Will  the  merchandise  be  high  quality?, 

2.  Can  a  comparison  of  the  club’s  prices  with  regular  retail 
prices  be  made  before  paying  the  membership  fee? 

3.  Is  a  long-term  or  life-time  membership  required?  (After  all, 
there  are  really  no  guarantees  that  a  company  will  be  around 
forever.) 

4.  If  the  organization  offers  valuable  free  gifts  or  claims  that  it 
is  easy  to  get  out  of  their  contract,  are  these  items  stated  clearly 
in  the  written  agreement? 

5.  Can  the  contract  be  taken  home  to  be  studied? 

6.  Is  the  salesman  using  high  pressure? 

7.  Does  the  particular  group  have  a  listing  with  the  local 
Better  Business  Bureau  or  the  Chamber  of  Commerce? 

Asking  the  above  questions  may  very  well  insure  that  a 
person’s  money  will  be  well  spent  if  he  joins  the  organization.

Edwards,  46,  was  named 
head  coach  at  BYU  three  years 
ago.  His  record  in  1972,  his 
first  season,  was  7-4.  In  1973, 


the  Cougars  slipped  to  5-6,  but 
have  won  four  of  their  last  five 
games  behind  Sheide’s  passing. 
Edwards  is  the  11th  head 
coach  and  has  coached  second 
longest  in  the  WAC  behind 
Arizona  State’s  Frank  Kush. 

The  other  honors  given  to 
the  BYU  gridders  came  to 
linebacker  Larry  Carr,  named 
as  the  WAC’s  defensive  player 
of  the  week;  flanker  John 
Betham,  named  WAC  offensive 
player  of  the  week;  and  Gary 
Sheide,  UPI  and  AP’s  national 
back  of  the  week.

Huge  oil  incomes 


We  have  heard  a  lot  about  the  energy  crisis,  maybe  even  too 
much,  and  also  about  the  huge  profits  the  oil  companies  and 
producers  are  making. 

President  Ford  spoke  at  an  international  energy  conference, 
warning  that  exorbitant  oil  prices  distort  the  world’s  economy, 
risk  worldwide  depression  and  threaten  a  breakdown  of  world 
order  and  safety. 

Ford  also  said  nations  cannot  allow  their  policies  to  be 
dictated  or  their  fates  decided  by  artificially  pegged  oil  prices. 

Now,  as  a  response,  most  of  the  American  oil  companies  are 
reporting  their  profits  are  rising.  Some  of  them  report  1 50  per 
cent  gains  compared  to  last  year.

Catastrophe 


Editor: 

The  continuing  existence  of 
the  nation  state  system  could 
result 


Often  new  converts  or  Mormons  who  have 
had  little  association  with  other  Mormons 
experience  some  frustration  upon  moving  into 
a  dominantly  Mormon  society.  This  frustration 
is  generally  unanticipated,  and  Mormonologists 
maintain  that  it  is  the  result  of  an  often 
misunderstood  game  called  Mormon  chess. 

This  game  is  played  frequently  among 
Mormons  and  is  similar  to  the  traditional  game 
of  chess,  but  it  has  the  distinct  advantage  that 
it  can  be  played  verbally  without  chess  figures 
or  a  playing  board.  An  explanation  of  the 
fundamentals  of  Mormon  chess  should  be  very 
useful  to  those  who  are  unfamiliar  with  this 
game  and  should  be  a  definite  playing  asset  to 
those  who  find  themselves  frequently  defeated 
and  frustrated. 

The  game  is  played  when  two  individuals 
have  opposing  opinions  on  the  same  subject,  or 
opinions  which  appear  to  be  opposing.  The 
object  of  the  game  is  for  each  player  to  attack 
the  opinion  of  his  opponent  and  thus  make  his 
own  opinion  appear  dominant.  When  either 
player’s  opinion  is  successfully  discredited  the 
game  ends. 

To  achieve  the  goal  of  discrediting  the 
opponent’s  opinion  each  player  has  a  set  of 
verbal  strategies,  known  as  “chessmen”  that  he 
can  use  to  either  defend  his  own  opinion  or  to 
attack  the  opinion  of  his  opponent.  Each  of 
these  chessmen  has  different  characteristics  and 
can  be  directed  to  attack  or  defend  in  given 
patterns.  The  mark  of  a  skilled  player  is  his 
ability  to  make  full  use  of  all  his  strategies. 

The  first  rank  of  chessmen,  called  “pawns,” 
has  limited  mobility  and  limited  force.  The 
pawn  stratagem  is  constructed  by  adding  one 
of  the  following  statements  to  a  statement  that 
supports  a  given  player’s  point  of  view:  “My 
(a.)  Sunday  School  teacher  (b.)  seminary 
teacher  (c.)  religion  instructor  (d.)  bishop  (e.) 
stake  president  said  that  .  .  .  ,  or  we  decided  in 
(a.)  Sunday  School  lesson  (b.)  a  seminary 
lesson  (c.)  a  religion  class  (d.)  a  home  evening 
that  .  .  .  .”  Pawns  are  easily  overcome  by  more 
sophisticated  stratagem,  but  they  are  often 
useful  in  confusing  the  issues  enough  to  work 
to  a  player’s  advantage. 

The  second  rank  of  Mormon  chess  strategies, 
the  “castles,”  is  more  powerful  than  the  pawns, 
but  they  are  much  more  limited  in  number  as 
they  are  harder  to  formulate.  The  castles  are 
formed  by  making  direct  statements  of  logic 
that  support  a  given  player’s  opinion.  Castles 
are  very  useful,  but  they  have  a  major 
weakness:  They  can  only  move  straight 
forward  in  direct,  logical  progressions,  and  they 
are  thus  very  vulnerable  from  the  side.  A  castle 
can  be  easily  upset  with  an  indirect  attack,  as 
for  example,  an  assertion  that  such  and  such  a 
logical  statement  is  a  “worldly  philosophy.”  A 
skillful  player  will,  of  course,  counter.  For 
example,  he  may  attribute  his  line  of  logic  to 
someone  who  was  quoted  in  a  General 
Conference  and  thus  frustrate  his  opponent’s 
attack.  However,  this  type  of  manuevering  is 
cumbersome  and  illustrates  the  vulnerability  of 
castles. 

The  third  rank  of  chessmen  is  the  “knights.” 
Knights  are  approximately  equal  in  number 
and  in  force  to  castles,  but  they  are  much  more 
evasive.  A  knight  stratagem  is  formed  by 
paraphrasing  a  scripture  which  includes  a  word 
•or  words  that  might  conceivably  be  construed 
to  relate  to  relate  to  a  given  player’s  opinion. 

Knights  have  the  advantage  that  they  can 
change  direction  in  the  middle  of  a  move  and 
thus  avoid  being  taken.  If,  for  example,  a 
knight  is  attacked  on  the  basis  that  the  context 
of  the  scripture  paraphrased  does  not  support 


the  responsible  player’s  opini 
may  reinterpret  his  paraphrase 
other  passages  of  scripture  whic 
words  and  which  might  also  be 
relate  to  his  position.
